CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


We believe that the work of the last school year has 
been largely satisfactory. We secured a higher grade of 
teachers than last year, consequently -had to pay higher 
wages. In our judgment this method brought more satisfac- 
tory results in the work. We only had 24 weeks of school. 
With the work our teachers were doing this was altogether 
too short a school year but our financial resources compelled 
us to stop here. We hope the next year will see a larger ap- 
propriation for this work and the same grade of teachers se- 
cured. 

The school in district No 1 was taught by Miss J. Anna 
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Hilliard of Lancaster, who is highly qualified and of consid- 
erable experience. Her reputation as a good teacher is es- 
tablished.. It was a particularly good year for No. 1. 

The spring term in No. 2 was taught by Miss Ida Hurl- 
burt, acollege graduate. The fall and winter terms were 
taught by Miss Bertha Emerson, who is.a favorite teacher in 
Dalton. She has the faculty of maintaining order and keep- 
ing up a lively interest in the pupils and it is very seldom 
you hear a poor recitation in her school. We join with the 
people of this district that she will return to them next year. 

The school year in district No.3 was taught by Lettie 
Rice, a young miss in her ‘‘teens’’? and her first attempt at 
teaching. We were much pleased with her work and noted 
her constant improvement. The last term was a great credit 
to her. She hasthe qualities of a fine teacher and we trust 
she will contiuue the work so well begun. 

The school year in No. 5 was taught by Lena Snow, 
who is a favorite teacher in Dalton. Miss Snow has taught 
five terms of school in Dalton and given uncommon satisfac- 
tion. We hope to secure her services again next year. 

The school year in No. 6 was taught by Miss Maud Len- 
non who had the faculty of obliging the pupils to work out 
their own problems by reasoning, which method we highly 
recommend. ‘The school was a success. 

The spring term in No.9 was taughtby Hattie EHd- 
monds, who has taught many termsin Dalton. ‘The fall term 
was taught by Lillian Rice of Lancaster. It was her first 
term and we fear she got discouraged. She is highly qualh- 
fied, being a graduate of Fitchburg seminary. We trust she 
will not abandon the work but havea more favorable chance 
next time. The winter term was taught by Maud Williams, 
who gave great satisfaction. We hope she will return to this 
particular school next year. th

The town library needs an appropriation for the purchase 
of books if the people desire to keep it up. The books that 
are read most require continual repairs. The librarian’s © 
_ time is occupied library day in making these repairs, which 
has been made impossible for the winter months by the action 
of the town officers, who early in the summer removed the 
library stove and placed it under lock and key, where it was 
of no use to anyone, and there it was kept until Feb. 13, 1901, 
when, wishing to use the library room for settlement purposes, 
they returned the stove. All the librarian has had courage to 
do during the winter months has been to go to the library and 
change books for readers who came to the house. ‘The Sat- 
urdays between now and the March meeting will not be suffi- 
cient to do the necessary work of repairs, but the librarian 
does not feel that she is blamable for this state of affairs. 
Some 20 volumes have been added to the library during the 
past year, part bound volumes, part pamphlets. At the com- 
mencement of the year we had 701 books; 37 have gone past 
recovery ,several volumes have been repaired and will probably 
last another year.
